INDIANAPOLIS, March 30.—(*) 

A new scientific “breath-smeller” is 

ready for use by police, enforcement 


officers and suspicious spouses. 

It registers any degree of drunk- 
enness, merely by catching some of 
the drinker’s breath, and is so sensi- 
tive that it detects alcohol even when 
all odor is expurgated from the 
breath. 

A description of the apparatus was 
made public today by the American 
Chemical Society at whose meeting 
here it will be demonstrated this week 
in the act of trapping alcoholic 
ee It was perfected by Dr. R. 

Harger, of the medical school of 
the University of Indiana. 

The suspected breath is blown into 
a 10-cent store toy balloon. From 
there it is bubbled through a_ red 
liquid, which speedily turns almost 
white if there is alcohol. 

Should the drinker object to blow- 
ing balloons it is only necessary to 
hold a small glass suction tube with- 
in an inch or two of his nose or 
mouth. Even if the tube sucks in 10 
times as much outside air as exhala- 
tion, the bubbler still works ac- 
curately. 

Dr. Harger said that need for test- 
ing drunken drivers of automobiles 
was responsible for producing the 
breath-smeller. He credited Emil 
Bogen, M. D., of Cincinnati, with 
starting the breath indexing method. 

The difficulties in measuring the 
amount of exhaled air fromthe small 
spaces in the lungs, he said, ham- 
pered accuracy of breath testing. 
Only this part of the breath contains 
the “evidence” in proper form. He 
solved this obstacle by measuring the 
exhaled carbon dioxide, finding it is 
a correct index of the telltale part of 
the exhalation, named alveolar air.

EXTENSION SOUGHT 


Expert Advises Greater 
Powers for Enlarged 
Planning Commission. 


Drastic extension of the powers of 
the borough planning commission and 
enlargement. of the personnel. to in- 
clude three other members probably 
will be sought of the Georgia legisla- 
ture at the summer session of that 
body as a result of a conference Mon- 
day afternoon between commission 
members and Morris Xnowles, inter- 
nationally-known planning expert. 

Mr. Knowles and members of his 
staff, who visited Atlanta, urged im- 
mediate adoption of a master plan- 
ning layout, whereby all improvements 
could be made with a definite objec- 
tive in view. 

Among the major recommendations 
were: 

1, Expansion of the authority and 
the powers of the commission in order 
that the master scheme may be worked 
out;to include Atlanta and at least 
all of Fulton county with provisions 
for DeKalb to take advantage of any 
merits which the system might sug- 
gest, 

2. Co-operation of Atlanta and Ful- 
ton county with suggested addition of 
a member of council, a member of the 
Fulton county commission and another 
non-resident of the borough to be add- 
ed to the half dozen members of the 
commission who are now serving. 

3. Development at once of a gen- 
eral boulevard plan, which would be 
a part of the master plan as the first 
step in co-ordinated effort. 

In discussing the projected activi- 
ties of the planning commission Mr. 
Knowles and experts of his staff sug- 
gested that in time a consolidation of 
the actual governments of several of 
the leading boroughs of Greater At- 
lanta will become an economic neces- 
sity. They pointed out that even now 
their interests are identical and so in- 
terwoven that some method of co-op- 
eration should be evolved as soon as 
practicable. 

J. Houston Johnston acted as chair- 
man of the session Monday afternaon 
because of the enforced absence of 
Robert R. Otis, chairman. Mr. Otis 
is confined to his home with an in- 
fection of the eyes. 

It is the plan of those attending to 
submit the proposals to the planning 
commission at an early date. 

Powers of the commission are ex- 
ceedingly limited at the present time 
and the laws are indefinite. It is 
planed to amplify the laws so that 
subdivision developers in the future 
/may know just what is expected of 
them by the commission and to seek 
co-operation of the county in applica- 
tion of the laws. It was pointed out 
that once a master planning system 
has been evolved and adopted, the 
commission’s work can be devoted 
largely to carrying out the plan. Re- 
zoning would be under the direction 
of a special subcommittee if the pro- 
posals are adopted. .

ALBANY, N. Y., March 30.— 
(P)}—Governor Roosevelt tonight 
took cognizance of an unofficial 
pool of democratic national dele- 
gates which indicated a preference 
for the governor as the 19382 
presidential candidates by calling 
attention to an earlier statement 
on a similar matter. 

“The governor respectfully calls 
the attention of editorial writers 
and others,” he said of the poll 
announced by’ Jesse Isador Straus, 
“to a statement issued by him on 
November 7, 1930, which he now 
desires to reiterate.” 

The statement, iagued by the 
governor shortly after the demo- 
eratic state chairman, James A. 
Farley, had declared the plurality 
given Roosevelt in the 1930 guber- 
natorial election indicated his 
presidential strength, said: 

“On several occasions during 
the past two vears I have stated 
unequivocally that I am giving no 
consideration or thought or time 
to anything except the duties of 
the governorship. I repeat now, 
and to be perfectly clearly under- 
stood, you can add that this ap- 
plies to any candidacy, national 
or otherwise. Experience shows 
me that I was right two years 
ago in believing that I, should 
give all my energies and thoughts 
to the governorship of New York 
and nothing else.”

nations will meet in Washington soon

Montague Norman, governor of the 
Bank of England, who prefers gar- 
dening to gold and loves books and 
‘art, will be the guest of Secretary 
‘Mellon, whose love of art has moved 
thim to gather a noted collection. 

Just when Norman will arrive has 
not been announced, but he intends 
|to visit Secretary Mellon before he 
Jeaves for Europe on April 14. He 
arrived in New York last week. 

Governor Norman, whose frequent 
trips to the United States always give 
rise to many rumors, is even more re- 
tiring than Secretary Mellon. 

At home he never attends any fune- 
tions except official ones, and is never 
seen in the theater. He never takes 
a vacation. He prefers instead his 
modest home and his garden. 

The secretary also is retiring. He 
avoids public gaze and delights in 
many of the things Governor Norman 
enjoys. 

The two men undoubtedly will dis- 
cuss problems confronting the two na- 


tions and the world, but it is donbt- 
ful if ever a word of their conversa- 
tions reaches the public. 


Governor Norman has visited Sec- 
retary Mellon before but what they 
talked about never was divulged. The 
secretary rarely consents to inter- 
views and Governor Norman has the 
reputation of never having been in- 
terviewed and of never making a 
public speech or a public appearance. 


Governor Norman, unlike most of 
England’s financiers, who possess pa- 
latial estates, lives a secluded life

He has few other interests besides 
finances and his one extravagance is 
said to be his library. 

Norman’s objection to publicity js 
celebrated in England. His name 
never appears on passenger lists, but 
he is constantly traveling on trans- 
Atlantic liners and carrying on im- 
portant financial negotiations without 
his presence being known. 

What Governor Norman is doing in 
the United -States no one has learned. 
Routine business, his friends said, and 
that is about the only explanation 
that is forthcoming whenever he 
visits this country.
